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DRURY-LANE. 


Youne’s Tragedy of The Revenge, was performed last night. This 
Piece was written with a close eye to Smaxsrrare’s sublime Play of 
Othello. ‘The author inverted the two principal characters, by giving 
to the Moor the wiles and deadly purpose of Jago, and bestowing on 
the Christian the noble attributes which shime forth in Othello. But 
he has drawn Zanga as a superior being to the hypocritical and cold- 
biooded Venetian—he has given him a strong and distinct motive for 
the arts he practices to effect the ruin he spreads around. The 
passion of Revenge is ably drawn, and its developement forms. the 
sole interest of the Play. 

Mr. Youne performed Zanga with considerable effect ; occasionally, 
however, with less vividness and point than he has before exhibited. 
He obtained great applause at several passages; and his closing ad- 
dress where he pities in death the object he hated whilst existing, 
was delivered in a truly pathetic tone and manner. Mr. Cooper’s 
Alonzo was highly respectable ; and Mrs. W. Wes1’s Leonora was 
marked by much feeling and energy. 


A new Pantomime, got up in the short space of ten days, was pre- 
sented under the title of The Golden Axe; or Harlequin and-the 
Fdiry Lake. Wt is founded on one of our nursery tales:—A young 
Wood-cutter is in love with a Village lass, but her father refuses his 
offers because he is poor. He goes to his work filled with grief, and 
whilst hewing timber on the borders of a lake, his axe falls into the 
water. He is lamenting his loss, when a Fairy appears, and offers to 
assist him to find the Axe. She first presents a silver one, which he 
disowns—next a golden one, which he likewise declares is not his-+- 
and at last she shews him his own, which he claims. ‘To reward such 
honesty, the Fairy presents him with the golden axe, and becomes his 
protectress. The father of his sweetheart on learning his good fortune, 
assents to their union. The old man and his servant wishing to meet 
equal good fortune, diop their axes into the lake, and on the Fairy’s 
appearance, and her shewing them the valuable ones, they claim these 
instead of their own ; on which she changes them into Pantaloon and 
Clown, and turns the Wood-cutter and his lass into Harlequin and 
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Columbine, whereupon they all set forth upon their adventures, which 
present some good, and some indifferent tricks and escapes. The best 
of the mechanical changes is that of a chest of gunpowder-tea into a 
cannon, which is first loaded with old shoes, and fired at a shut-up- 
house which is converted into a Fishmonger’s ; and at the next fire, a 
red-hot poker is shot off, and goes through the body of Scaramouch, 
who sets off a box of syuibs and crackers.---Some of the scenes aie 
beautiful—particularly the Fairy-Lake; but the Moon is badly 
executed. 

The Pantomime was greatly indebted, for what success it had, to 
the uncommon exertions of Messrs. Sourusy and Buaxcuarn, as 
Clown and Pantaloon. Never have we seen more strength and acti- 
vity displayed in such parts. There was some opposition, but the 
great majority of the audience were favorable. 








COVENT GARDEN. 


Mr: Macready played Virginius last night in an uncommonly fine 
manner. ‘There was a brilliant audience to witness his éxertions, 
which never produced a higher effect, for as he proceeded in develop- 
ing the agitated feelings of the father trembling for the honor of his 
beloved daughter, the house resounded with applauses. Mr. C. Kem- 
Bie’s Icilius was ably executed; and the other characters were 
very appropriately sustained: particularly that of Virginia by Miss 
Foorr, who greatly aided the deep interest felt in this affecting play.
